A Timely Warning About Flies 
From the State Board 
of Health. 


[ In every town and locality in the 
! State many people have failed to heed 
| the numerous warnings that have teen 
issued in regard to flies. Attention 
has been called to the fact that 
they are one of the most danger¬ 
ous to life and health with which 
mankind has to contend, being re¬ 
sponsible for a large proportion of all 
cases of typhoid fever and diarrhoea! 
diseases of infants and many cases of 
tuberculosis and other contagious dise¬ 
ases. 

They have caused thousands ot deaths 
in Kentucky and will continue their 
work of destruction until housekeepers 
awaken to the fact and inaugurate war¬ 
fare that will result in their extermina¬ 
tion. 

This can be accomplished definitely 
and effectively. It requires only THE 
REMOVAL OF FlLTtt. FLIES BREED 
IN FILTH and in filth alone. Without 
filth there can De no flies. More than 
90 per cent of them breed in stable 
manure and the balance in garbage, 
outhouses and other forms of refuse 

The fly season is at hand. Prompt 
action at this time may prevent many 
deaths during the summer and fall and 
a grave responsibility rests upon all 
health officers and other citizens. 

Air-immediate and thorough cleaning 
of premises should be effected and 
further accumulations of filth avoided. 
Stable manure should be kept in vaults 
or boxes screened or covered or frequent¬ 
ly sprinkled with lime or keroeene and 
should be removed at least once a week. 

Garbage receptacles should be care¬ 
fully covered and the contents sprinkl 
ed with unslaked lime or oil. 

Privy vaults should be made fly proof 
and their contents frequently sprinkled 
with lime. 

In addition to the measures for the 
prevention of the breeding of flies every 
effort should be made to prevent them 
from entering the house or having ac¬ 
cess to milk or other foods. 

All doors and windows especially 
those ot the kitchen and dining-room 
should be screened. 

Food exposed for sale should be 
screened and ordinances to this effect 
should be enacted ar d enforced 

Flies should be especially kept awav 
from the sick and if one is discovered 
in the sick room -it-shoold be killed. 
Excreta and urine from the sick should 
be covered with fresh lime for an hour 
and then buried. 

People who have cleaned their own 
premises should demand that their 
neighbors should do likewise and notify 
the Board of Health of any failures or 
refusals. It is important to remember 
that no house is safe unless every 
other one for a mile around is clean. 
This applies especially to tenant’s house 
and negro quarters. 

The saving of life and suffering will 
amply repay for all the trouble and ex¬ 
pense.

Lexington. Ky.—A step, which it is 
believed will be of great Importance 
to the agricultural interests of the 
state and also of vast benefit to Ken¬ 
tucky State university, was taken 
when the Agricultural college of the 
uhiversity and the Kentucky experi¬ 
ment station were unlfed under one 
head and Prof. M. A. Scovell. who for 
many years has been director of the 
experiment station, was placed in 
charge of the combined institution*. 

This action wa* consummated bv the 
committee recently appointed by the 
executive committee of the university 
and the board of control of the expert- 
ment station, and was formally ap¬ 
proved by both bodies. By the action 
taken the Agricultural college, In a 
sense, absorbs the experiment sta¬ 
tion, which, although its organization 
will remain unchanged, becomes a 
branch of the college, which is divid¬ 
ed into the following departments:

COOP FOR HEN AND CHICKS 


The hen expected to raise a large 
brood of chicks should be provided 
with the best quarters possible. The 
coop should ^dmlt plenty of sunshine; 
should be wind, water and vermin 
proof; should be coxy and dry and 
should afford easy access to all parts 
for cleaning and caring for the little 
chicka. The floor should he near 
enough to the ground so that the little 
chicks after getting out can easily 
find their way back and yet far enough 
off the surface of the ground to In¬ 
sure dryness. The coop should not 
be cumbersome, yet it should be sub¬ 
stantially built. 

The coop shown In the Illustration 
Is well adapted to the needs of the 
small fancier with only a brood or 
two and to the large poultry raiser 
alike who raises a number of chicka 
with hens. It Is built on the open 
air colony house type plan. If It is 
intended to give the chicks free range 
after a few weeks old and after they 
have been weaned from the old hen. 
a roost may be placed In the back 
part of the coop and the young fowls 
raised almost to maturity In It. 

The coop Is 36 inches long by IS 
inches wide, and 18 inches high in 
the rear and 24 Inchea In front. It 
is divided into two compartments, ma¬ 
king each compartment 18 Inches. 
Using these dimensions even length 
lumber mny be used with scarcely any 
waste. The two side walls and back 
are made tight, and It Is well to cover 
them with roofing paper If second 
grade lumber is used. The roof 
should be of light pine lumber covered 
with roofing material. Shingles are 
Sot adapted to this coop or any coop 
or poultry house, for that matter, as 
they become water soaked when the 
roof la laid at the angle suited to 
poultry house and coop construction, 
to hold the warmth down on the 
fowls. 

The compartment In which the hen 
is confined is to the left, and ia di¬ 
vided from the one to the right by 
slats. The doited lines represent the 
door, which is hinged at the bottom 
in front ot this compartment, and acts 
as a platform In front of the coop" 
during tbo day, and at night aa a 


tight-fitting door, excluding rain and 
rats alike. One or more of the slats 
in front of this compartment should 
be made loose fitting, so the hen may 
get In and out, and so the compart* 
ment may be cleaned. 

The^second compartment with a 
screened door In place, shows only a 
portion of the screen, that the Inside 
may be Illustrated.
